To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Health  Committee. 
Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  pleasure  in  presenting  the  report  on  the  health 
of  Bury  for  the  year  1965. 

The  Infant  Mortality  Rate  was  25.27  per  1,000  live 
births.  Although  this  is  an  improvement  on  the  previous 
year  it  still  compares  unfavourably  with  the  national 
average  of  19.0  and  it  is  clear  that  vigorous  efforts  will  be 
necessary  to  effect  an  improvement.  Much  could  be  done 
if  the  number  of  Health  Visitors  on  the  staff  could  be 
augmented.  Unfortunately  it  is  very  difficult  to  recruit 
these  highly  qualified  nurses.  The  birth  rate  remains 
higher  than  the  national  average  and  this  may  reflect  the 
inflow  of  younger  married  couples  into  new  housing  estates 
on  the  periphery  of  the  town.  The  Crude  Death-rate  con- 
tinued its  steady  but  slow  decline  from  13.14  per  1,000 
population  in  1964  to  12.80  in  1965. 

An  application  was  received  for  the  registration  of  a 
pre-school  play  group,  to  be  run  privately  in  former  school 
premises.  Registration  was  subsequently  granted.  Several 
enquiries  were  also  received  and  there  have  subsequently 
been  other  applications.  It  is  clear  that  there  is  consider- 
able need  for  facilities  of  this  sort  and  private  efforts  to 
provide  them  must  be  applauded. 

The  question  of  fluoridation  of  water  supplies  was  con- 
sidered by  the  Council  during  the  year  and  after  a debate 
they  reversed  their  original  decision  to  request  fluoridation. 
Medical  and  dental  opinion  is  practically  unanimous  as  to 
the  value  of  addition  of  one  part  per  million  of  fluoride  to 
the  water  supply,  in  protecting  children's  teeth  against 
decay.  It  is  therefore,  most  disappointing  that  the  Council 
has  rejected  fluoridation. 

1965  was  the  first  full  year  of  operation  of  the  Offices, 
Shops  and  Railway  Premises  Act,  1963,  and  by  the  end  of 
the  year,  683  premises  had  been  registered.  The  results  of 
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inspections  of  these  premises  are  given  in  Section  3 of  this 
Report.  One  feature  which  stands  out  is  the  very  small 
number  of  accidents  which  are  reported  under  the  Act,  and 
clearly  many  more  occurred  and  were  not  reported. 

Progress  was  maintained  with  the  Councihs  Clean  Air 
programme.  A fifth  Smoke  Control  Order  came  into  opera- 
tion during  the  year  and  this  meant  that  half  the  premises 
to  be  included  in  the  Clean  Air  programme  were  now  con- 
trolled. 

I should  like  to  take  this  opportunity  of  paying  tribute 
to  the  work  of  my  predecessor  Dr.  K.  K.  Wood,  now  retired, 
who  was  Medical  Officer  of  Health  for  21  years.  I was  his 
deputy  since  1959  and  can  testify  personally  to  his  wisdom 
and  experience,  which  were  an  inspiration  to  those  who 
worked  under  his  guidance. 

Finally,  I wish  to  thank  the  staff  of  the  Health  Depart- 
ment for  their  continuing  devoted  services  throughout  the 
year.

Births. — The  birth-rate  in  Bury  for  1965  was  20.18  per 
1,000  and  is  0.13  per  1,000  higher  than  the  previous  year. 
The  birth-rate  for  England  and  Wales  for  1965  was  18.0 
per  1,000  population. 

Deaths. — The  Bury  death-rate  per  1,000  of  population 
for  1965  was  12.80.  There  were  altogether  a total  of  1,008 
deaths  registered  in  the  County  Borough.  Of  these  deaths, 
343  were  of  persons  not  usually  resident  in  the  Borough. 
By  excluding  these  deaths  of  non-residents,  the  number  of 
deaths  is  reduced  to  665,  to  which  must  be  added  138  deaths 
of  Bury  residents  which  have  occurred  in  other  districts.

GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES  IN 

THE  AREA. 


GENERAL 

1 . — Administration. 

Health  Committee 

The  Health  Committee,  constituted  in  accordance  with 
Part  II  of  the  4th  Schedule  to  the  National  Health  Service 
Act,  1946,  shall  consist  of  17  members  of  the  Council,  exclu- 
sive of  the  Mayor,  and  8 co-opted  members  with  power  to 
vote.  Two  of  the  co-opted  members  shall  be  appointed  by 
the  Education  Committee,  two  by  the  Local  Hospital 
Management  Committee,  two  by  the  Executive  Council, 
and  two  (preferably  Medical  Practitioners)  by  the  Health 
Committee  from  persons  interested  in  Public  Health. 

There  are  two  Sub-Committees  of  the  Health  Commit- 
tee, as  follows  : — 

Standing  Sub-Committee  Duties 

This  Sub-Committee  is  appointed  in  pursuance  of  Sec- 
tion 85  of  the  Local  Government  Act,  1933,  to  deal  sum- 
marily with  any  nuisance  requiring  immediate  attention 
and  abatement;  and  shall  report  its  proceedings  to  the 
Health  Committee.  Its  duties  also  comprise  those  relating 
to  Common  Lodging  Houses  and  Houses  Let  in  Lodgings, 
and  Urinals.  The  Sub-Committee  may  also  carry  out  such 
other  duties  as  may  be  assigned  to  it  by  the  Health  Commit- 
tee from  time  to  time. 

Medical  Services  Sub-Committee 

Matters  relating  to  the  under-mentioned  services  are 
referred  to  this  Sub-Committee  for  consideration  and  report 
to  the  Health  Committee  : — 

The  Care  of  Mothers  and  Young  Children. 

Midwifery. 

Health  Visiting. 

Home  Nursing. 

Domestic  Help. 

Mental  Health. 

Prevention  of  Illness,  Care  and  After-care. 

Ambulance. 
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staff. 

The  administrative  organisation  of  the  Local  Health 
Services  is  headed  by  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  (who 
is  also  the  Principal  School  Medical  Officer),  assisted  by 
a Deputy  Medical  Officer  of  Health.  The  Authority  employs 
a Chief  Public  Health  Inspector,  a Superintendent  Nursing 
Officer,  Ambulance  Officer,  Home  Help  Organiser,  who 
supervise  the  day  to  day  work  of  the  various  services.  These 
Officers  have  regular  consultations,  with  the  Medical  Officer 
of  Health,  to  ensure  co-ordination  of  the  services. 

Specialist  advice  is  available  to  the  Medical  Officer 
from  various  Consultants  in  specialities  appointed  on  a 
part-time  basis. 

2.  — Co-ordination  and  co-operation  with  other  parts  of  the 

National  Health  Service. 

Representatives  of  the  Local  Authority  serve  on  the 
Local  Hospital  Management  Committee  (one  member)  and 
Executive  Council  (seven  members). 

There  is  close  co-ordination  between  the  officers  of  the 
Health  Department  and  the  Hospital  and  Specialist  Services, 
and  the  general  practitioner  service.  The  Medical  Officer 
of  Health  is  a member  of  the  Local  Health  Executive  Coun- 
cil, Hospital  Management  Committee,  and  chairman  of  the 
Local  Medical  Committee. 

The  Health  Visitors  pay  visits  to  patients  after  discharge 
from  hospital,  and  also  at  the  request  of  general  medical 
practitioners.  Health  Visitors  attend  at  the  Paediatric  Out- 
patients’ Department  at  the  Bury  General  Hospital.  Mental 
Health  Workers  attend  at  certain  Hospital  outpatients  and 
visit  hospital  discharges  on  request. 

General  practitioners  are  circularised  regularly  con- 
cerning the  services  available,  or  the  occurrence  of  any 
exceptional  outbreak  of  communicable  disease,  and  are 
notified  of  any  change  in  arrangements,  hours  of  clinics,  etc. 
Personal  contact  is  maintained  by  the  Medical  Officer  of 
Health  through  the  Local  Medical  Committee. 

3.  — Joint  use  of  Staff. 

There  is  the  joint  use  of  Staff  between  the  Hospital  and 
Local  Authority  Services  in  the  use  of  Hospital  Consultants 
(employed  on  a sessional  basis  by  the  Local  Authority) 
in  the  case  of  Orthopaedic,  Psychiatric,  Paediatric,  Ear, 
Nose  and  Throat,  Ophthalmic,  Gynaecologist  and  Chest 
Consultants.  The  Local  Authority’s  Orthoptisi  and  Female 
Mental  Health  Worker  work  for  Hospitals  on  certain  ses- 
sions. Local  Authority  Nurses  and  Health  Visitors  attend 
to  Hospital  Outpatients  at  the  Chest,  Paedriatric,  Mental 
Health  and  Maternity  clinics. 
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Voluntary  Organisations. 

(a)  The  District  Nursing  is  carried  out  by  the  Queen’s 
Nurses  on  an  agency  basis.  This  is  administered  from  the 
Ilealth  Department  at  the  Town  Hall,  where  the  Local 
Committee  meets.  Local  Authority  representatives  are 
members  of  the  Committee. 

(b)  The  Bury  Family  Welfare  Association  gives  aid 
(clothing,  food,  etc.)  to  tuberculous  and  certain  other  cases 
referred  by  the  Authority’s  officers.  The  W.V.S.  has  a 
children’s  clothing  exchange  which  proves  very  beneficial, 
their  members  help  the  department  in  a variety  of  ways. 
The  “Meals-on-Wheels”  scheme  is  particularly  valuable. 

(c)  The  Diocesan  Moral  Welfare  Council  has  a Com- 
mittee and  Worker  in  Bury.  The  Local  Authority  makes 
an  annual  grant,  and  also  financially  assists  individual  cases, 
especially  when  in  homes  prior  to  and  after  confinement. 

(d)  The  N.S.P.C.C.,  through  its  Inspector,  is  in  frequent 
contact  with  the  Health  Department. 

Health  Education. 

Throughout  the  department  it  is  thought  that  the  most 
effective  method  of  health  education  is  by  personal  contact 
and  from  individual  instruction  given  by  members  of  the 
staff  of  all  sections  of  the  Health  Department. 

It  is  considered  that  the  primary  function  of  the  Flealth 
Visitor  is  educational  in  health  matters  and  giving  social 
advice,  and  with  the  closer  integration  of  the  District  Nurs- 
ing Service  in  the  health  department  a more  positive  atti- 
tude to  general  preventive  measures  is  being  fostered  in 
patients.  Constant  attention  is  given  by  School  Nurses  to 
these  matters  and  with  the  recently  introduced  changes  in 
the  method  of  school  medical  inspection  more  frequent 
visiting  at  schools  is  possible.  We  are  still  hampered  m 
these  developments  by  the  inability  to  obtain  a full  estab- 
lishment of  Health  Visitors. 

Attached  to  the  Ante-Natal  Clinic  there  is  a relaxation 
class  for  expectant  mothers  at  which  regular  talks  are 
given  by  a midwife  on  the  hygiene  of  pregnancy  and  its 
problems.  At  each  Child  Welfare  Centre  a Health  Visitor 
is  present  for  instructional  purposes.  She  is  relieved  of 
much  duty  in  weighing  babies  or  clerical  work  by  the  pro- 
vision of  a clinic  nurse  and  clerk. 

The  School  Health  Service  arranges  Mothercraft  classes 
given  to  girls  in  their  last  year  at  school.  The  girls  are 
transported  to  the  Centre.  We  are  of  the  opinion  that  these 
classes  are  of  real  practical  value  and  useful  training  for 
senior  girls. 

We  have  continued  to  provide  practical  instruction  to 
Student  Health  Visitors  from  Manchester  and  Bolton  Health 
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V'isitors’  Training  Courses.  Probationer  nurses  and  mid- 
wifery students  from  the  Bury  and  Rossendale  Hospital 
Management  Committee  Group  also  receive  practical  in- 
struction in  Preventive  Health  Work. 

Bury  is  part  of  the  experiment  serving  two  and  a half 
million  people  inaugurated  by  the  Manchester  Committee 
on  Cancer,  which  is  accepted  internationally  as  an  important 
contribution  to  the  study  of  health  education  methods. 

The  health  department  have  used  posters  to  assist  In 
making  the  public  aware  of  the  hazards  to  health  of  smok- 
ing. No  special  anti-smoking  clinic  has  been  set  up  and 
in  general  no  special  interest  appears  to  have  been  shown 
in  this  matter  by  the  general  public. 

PARTICULAR  SERVICES 

Care  of  Expectant  and  Nursing  Mothers  and  Children  under 
School  Age. 

Particulars  of  these  Services  are  given  in  Section  7. 

Home  Nursing. 

The  Home  Nursing  Service  is  by  arrangement  with  the 
Bury  Branch  of  the  Queen’s  Institute  of  District  Nursing, 
operated  from  the  Plealth  Department  at  the  Town  Hall, 
Bury. 

A house  in  Manchester  Road,  near  the  Town  Hall  is 
divided  into  three  furnished  flats  and  let  to  Health  Depart- 
ment nurses  or  Health  Visitor  Students  who  require  them, 
on  a weekly  rent. 

The  general  practitioners  make  requests  for  District 
Nurses  direct  to  the  Health  Department.  A nurse  is  on 
duty  until  9 p.m.  at  the  Health  Department  and  telephone 
messages  from  doctors  can  be  left  at  the  Ambulance  Depot 
up  till  9 p.m.,  when  the  nurse  on  duty  takes  her  last  calls  for 
the  day. 

On  discharge  from  hospital,  when  a District  Nurse  is 
required,  the  hospitals  give  a discharge  notice  giving  par- 
ticulars of  the  illness  and  type  of  home  nursing  required. 
In  case  of  urgency  instructions  are  received  by  telephone. 
The  district  nurses  have  been  able  to  deal  with  all  calls 
made  on  them..  Complicated  nursing  equipment  such  as 
electrically  operated  beds  and  air  beds  are  supplied  as 
required.

The  Bury  Branch  of  the  Q.LD.N.  is  a recognised  Queen’s 
Nursing  Association  Training  Home.  During  1964  two  nurses 
underwent  Queen’s  training. 

There  is  no  night  nursing  service,  although  messages 
are  received  for  the  days  work  up  till  9 p.m.  Night  sitters 
are  supplied  as  required.  So  far  all  requests  have  been  met. 

Supply  of  Nursing  Requisites. 

These  are  supplied  for  the  use  of  patients  in  the  home. 
They  may  be  obtained  from  The  Medical  Comforts  Depot 
in  the  Health  Department  at  the  Town  Hall. 

The  number  of  articles  supplied  on  loan  has  been  370. 
These  articles  have  varied  from  bed  pans  and  air  rings  to 
an  Edgerton  electrically  controlled  adjustable  bed  and 
wheel  chairs.  All  requests  have  been  met,  of  some  requi- 
sites, such  as  wheeled  chairs,  an  adequate  stock  is  held  to 
meet  the  summer  demand.

All  these  are  whole  time;  there  are 
no  part-time  employees. 


* Part  of  this  increase  is  due  to  an  alteration  in  the  method  of  recording 
outpatient  attendances.  They  are  now  recorded  as  two  journeys  (i.e 
there  and  return). 

i A large  increase  here  is  due  to  extended  facilities  provided  for  the 
Mental  Health  Services  which  are  developing.  Transport  is  provided  to 
take  patients  to  the  Training  Centres  and  also  as  day  patients  to  hospitals 
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There  were  four  crews  available  during  the  day  and 
one  and  a half  crews  at  night.  One  ambulance  is  kept 
standing  by  for  cases  of  accidents. 

For  the  use  of  the  ambulance,  except  in  the  case  of 
accident,  a certificate  signed  by  a medical  practitioner  is 
requested  stating  that  the  use  is  necessary,  and  that  the 
patient  is  unable  to  travel  by  public  transport.  A large 
amount  of  carriage  of  patients  to  and  from  hospital  out- 
patients’ departments  is  done. 

Prevention,  Care  and  After-care. 

Services  in  relation  to  (1)  tuberculosis.  (See  Section  6). 

(2)  Illness  generally.  Information  concerning  cases 
requiring  assistance  of  any  nature  within  the  scope  of  the 
authority  is  given  by  the  Hospital  Officers  in  the  area  by 
discharge  notices  giving  particulars  of  the  patient  dis- 
charged from  hospital  and  the  type  of  assistance  likely  to  be 
required,  i.e.,  home  nursing,  health  visiting,  domestic  help, 
loan  of  nursing  equipment.  These  requirements  have  been 
met  by  the  Local  Authority. 

With  regard  to  prevention  the  local  authority  pursues 
an  active  programme  of  health  education  by  (a)  through 
the  personal  efforts  of  the  medical  and  nursing  staff,  health 
inspectors,  and  social  workers,  (b)  through  liaison  with 
other  departments,  e.g..  Housing  and  Education,  and  with 
general  practitioners,  (c)  through  liaison  with  voluntary 
organisations  such  as  the  Manchester  Committee  on  Cancer 
working  in  the  area  by  giving  lectures  and  addresses,  (d) 
the  organisation  of  film  lectures,  talks  and  addresses,  and 
provision  of  descriptive  literature,  (e)  co-operation  with 
the  Central  Council  for  Health  Education. 

Domestic  Help. 

The  Home  Help  Service  caters  for  the  following  classes 
in  order  of  priority  : — (1)  Maternity  Cases,  (2)  Non-infec- 
tious  sickness  in  the  home,  (3)  Infirmity  due  to  old  age.  In 
1965,  31  whole-time  and  4 part-time  home-helps  were  em- 
ployed, with  one  full-time  organiser.  Each  case  attended 
is  assessed  for  payment,  and  charges  are  made  according 
to  an  approved  income  scale. 

A number  of  long  standing  cases  were  taken  off  the 
list  when  Killelea  House  (Old  People’s  Hostel)  was  opened.

The  standard  charge  shall  be  5/-  per  hour. 

Applicants  may  apply  for  the  charge  to  be  reduced  in 
accordance  with  the  following  scale  : — 

1.  From  the  gross  weekly  income  of  applicants  as  adjusted 
in  accordance  with  the  Second  Schedule  of  the  National 
Assistance  Act,  1948  (total  income  in  the  case  of  huS" 
band  and  wife  living  together  and  including  Family 
Allowances)  deduct  ; — 

(i)  Rent  and  rates. 

(ii)  Compulsory  National  Insurance. 

(iii)  An  allowance  of  76s.  Od.  for  each  adult  or  125s.  6d. 
for  two  adults. 

(iv)  An  allowance  of  27s.  Od.  for  each  dependent  child. 

(v)  A household  domestic  allowance  of  20s.  Od. 

2.  Of  the  remaining  net  income  the  following  amounts  are 
taken  : — 

One-third  of  the  first  £. 

Three-quarters  of  the  second  £. 

The  whole  of  the  remainder. 

3.  Add  ten  per  cent,  to  the  figure  calculated  at  2 above  to 
cover  travelling  time,  etc. 

4.  The  resultant  figure  represents  the  charge  for  twenty 
hours’  attendance. 

5.  No  charge  to  be  made  to  applicants  whose  income  con- 
sists solely  of  National  Insurance  pensions,  or  such  pen- 
sions supplemented  by  National  Assistance  benefits. 

There  is  close  co-ordination  between  the  Hospital 
Almoner,  General  Practitioner  and  the  Health  Department 
in  arranging  for  the  supply  of  Home  Helps  where  most 
necessary.

General  Medical,  Dental  and  Supplementary  Services 
under  the  National  Health  Services  Act  are  administered 
by  the  Executive  Council  for  the  County  Borough  of  Bury, 
12  Tithebarn  Street,  Bury.

Under  the  Medical  Practices  Committee  system  of 
classification  Bury  is  regarded  as  an  “open’’  area.  Appli- 
cations from  doctors  to  practice  in  the  area  will  auto- 
matically be  approved. 

The  gross  cost  of  the  general  medical  services,  including 
the  maternity  medical  services  and  superannuation,  etc., 
was  £114,515. 

Pharmaceutical  Services  cost  £207,093;  in  addition 
patients  contributed  £30. 

The  general  dental  services  cost  £52,989,  and  in  addition 
patients  paid  £12,927.  Consideration  was  given  to  15  appli- 
cations for  the  replacement  of  lost  or  damaged  dentures  or 
orthodontic  appliances. 

The  supplementary  ophthalmic  service  cost  £19,823,  and 
patients  contributed  an  additional  £12,560. 

The  cost  for  the  year  of  all  the  services  administered 
by  the  Council  was  £405,606.  The  gross  cost  of  administra- 
tion was  £10,963.

The  provisions  of  the  Bolton  Water  Order,  1961,  became  operative 
on  the  1st  April,  1963,  by  which  the  water  resources  of  the  former  Irwell 
Valley  Water  Board  are  vested  in  Bolton  Corporation  Waterworks 
Department.  The  County  Borough  is  supplied  from  mains  passing 
through  the  area,  which  come  from  five  different  sources  of  upland 
surface  water.  All  houses  supplied  derive  their  water  direct  from  the 
mains.

j Four  samples  of  water  submitted  for  bacteriological  examination 
and  reported  to  be  unsatisfactory  were  taken  from  two  private  wells 
supplied  from  upland  surface  water  and  supplying  three  dwelling 
houses.  In  one  case  the  owner/occupier  was  advised  to  attach  a 
domestic  filter  to  his  drinking  water  tap.  The  house  was  subsequently 
vacated.  In  the  other  case  the  owner  effected  some  works  of  repair 
to  the  well  following  notification  of  the  first  adverse  sample  report. 
This  work  was  subsequently  damaged  by  vandals  prior  to  two  further 
unsatisfactory  samples  being  collected  in  inclement  weather.

DISINFESTATION  OF  VERMINOUS  PREMISES. 

A disinfestation  service  free  of  charge  to  all  dwellinghouses  is 
provided. 

The  disinfestation  of  all  unfit  houses  prior  to  re-housing  of  tenants 
is  undertaken  together  with  the  tenants’  effects  where  necessary.  All 
such  houses  are  subjected  to  a further  treatment  prior  to  demolition  or 
closure.  The  number  of  such  houses  showing  evidence  of  vermin  or 
rodent  infestation  is  progressively  declining  rapidly. 

The  disinfectants  normally  used  are  an  atomised  liquid  5%  D.D.T. 
(Geigy)  in  Kerosene  or  Zaldecide,  and  10%  D.D.T.  (Geigy)  or  Gam- 
mexane  powder. 

In  some  cases  where  an  alternative  treatment  has  been  desirable 
10%  preparations  of  chlordane  and  lethane  have  proved  effective.

NOISE  NUISANCE. 

Six  complaints  of  excessive  noise  were  received  during  the  year. 

Two  related  to  musical  practice  in  the  same  private  house.  The 
complaint  was  mitigated,  following  an  informal  approach  to  the  occupier 
of  the  house  concerned.  Similar  action  was  taken  with  the  alleged 
culprits  in  respect  of  excessive  noise  arising  from  entertainment  at  a 
local  social  club,  the  chopping  of  wood  in  a dwellinghouse  and  the  use 
of  a water  hydrant  on  a building  site. 

Excessive  barking  at  night  by  dogs  guarding  an  isolated  solid  fuel 
depot  was  mitigated  when  improved  boundary  fencing  to  the  depot  was 
provided.  This  prevented  the  dogs  from  observing  passers-by,  which 
had  been  a contributory  cause  to  the  grounds  for  complaint. 

Noise  from  an  industrial  engine  in  close  proximity  to  a dwelling- 
house,  the  cause  of  complaint  in  a previous  year,  was  finally  abated  by 
the  erection  of  an  external  baffle  wall  to  comply  with  Statutory  Notice 
served  by  the  Council  under  Section  93,  Public  Health  Act,  1936. 


RODENT  CONTROL. 

During  the  year  the  Cleansing  Committee  requested  the  Health 
Committee  to  become  responsible  for  the  administration  of  the  Preven- 
tion of  Damage  by  Pests  Act,  1949.  The  Health  Committee  agreed  to 
the  request  and  subject  to  subsequent  Council  confirmation  it  is  antici- 
pated these  duties  will  be  transferred  on  26th  May,  1966.

In  one  case  it  was  observed  that  the  lighting  in  the  shop  was  of  a 
lower  standard  than  that  in  the  packaging  area  in  the  same  premises. 

In  another  case  it  was  observed  that  the  packaging  area  in  one 
shop  premises  was  better  lighted  than  the  shop. 

Generally  speaking  natural  and  artificial  lighting  in  offices  and 
shops  was  practicably  acceptable  although  below  the  standard  prescribed 
by  the  British  Lighting  Council.  Nineteen  observations  revealed  stan- 
dards of  lighting  in  various  parts  of  different  premises  less  than  ten 
lumens  per  square  foot.  In  six  cases  these  poor  lighting  standards 
arose  in  packaging  areas  at  the  rear  of  shops.  In  two  cases  standards 
in  siiops  were  below  15  lumens  per  square  foot. 

No  instances  of  excessive  glare  were  recorded. 

Twenty-nine  visits  were  made  by  Public  Health  Inspectors  to  shops 
under  the  provisions  of  the  Shops  Act,  1950  The  remaining  unrevoked 
provisions  of  this  Act  now  solely  relate  to  hours  of  trading,  other  than 
half  day  closing  of  shops. 

With  the  Shops  (Early  Closing  Days)  Act,  1985,  becoming  operative 
on  1st  November,  1965,  early  closing  day  provisions  of  five  Local  Orders 
under  the  Shops  Act,  1950,  relating  to  117  trades  and  businesses  were 
thereby  revoked. 

Henceforth  those  shop-keepers  who  are  required  by  the  Shops  Act, 
1950  to  close  their  premises  for  one  half  day  per  week  may  select  their 
most  convenient  day  for  this  purpose  by  advertising  the  chosen  day 
on  their  premises. 

Earlier  in  the  year  members  of  the  Local  Chamber  of  Trade  had 
voluntarily  agreed  to  opt  for  a five  day  week.  This  has  resulted  in 
most  of  the  local  shops  other  than  national  multiple  retailers  being 
closed  all  day  Tuesday.  Detection  of  surreptitious  Sunday  sales  of 
prohibited  articles  from  small  general  business  shops  in  suburban  areas 
is  a matter  which  continues  to  receive  attention  and  cause  concern 
regarding  contraventions  of  the  Shops  Act.  The  implementation  of  the 
Home  Office  proposals  for  new  shops  legislation  published  during  the 
year  should  remove  some  of  the  existing  anomalies  relating  to  Sunday 
trading  in  Shops.

On  each  occasion  the  occupiers  of  the  premises  were  notified  of 
the  offence  as  required  by  the  provisions  of  Section  30  of  the  Clean 
Air  Act,  1956,  this  action  was  followed  up  by  the  inspection  of  boiler 
plant  and  advice  offered  to  firemen  and  management.  Except  in  the 
case  of  the  emission  of  dense  black  smoke  the  permittea  smoke  emis- 
sions defined  under  the  Clean  Air  Act  vary  for  the  size  of  the  boiler 
plant  and  operations  undertaken  thereon  over  a period  of  eight  hours. 

One  of  the  reported  offences  arose  from  a failure  in  a chain  grate 
stokei  operating  on  a battery  of  two  Lancashire  boilers  in  a cotton 
spinning  mill.  The  other  was  due  to  a personal  neglect  of  part-time 
fireman  stoking  a small  Cornish  boiler  in  a laundry.

All  the  applications  for  prior  approval  of  furnaces  were  in  respect 
of  oil  fired  package  boilers  at  a paper  mill,  a hardware  warehouse,  a 
woollen  textile  mill,  and  space  heating  in  a workshop  and  religious 
premises.  Chimney  heights  were  determined  in  connection  with  these 
premises  and  also  at  a paper  warehouse  and  a second  ironmongers 
warehouse.  Advice  on  chimney  heights  was  also  tendered  in  respect 
of  boiler  installations  at  a local  hospital  and  nurses  training  school  and 
at  a country  primary  school. 

On  1st  October  the  Bury  (No.  5)  (Elton)  Smoke  Control  Order, 
1965,  -became  operative.  This  Order  applied  to  1,153  houses  (176  Council 
dwellings)  and  ten  other  premises  in  an  area  of  411  acres,  in  progressive 
residential  development. 

Estimated  cost  of  firegrate  conversions  in  the  new  area  is  £32,957, 
of  which  £23,070  ranks  for  local  authority  grant.  £13,183  being  recover- 
able from  the  National  Exchequer.  Approximately  83%  of  the  necessary 
firegrate  conversions  in  dwellings  were  complete  on  the  operative  date. 
The  majority  of  outstanding  work  was  in  Council  dwellings  due  to 
contracting  delays.  It  was,  however,  necessary  to  serve  twenty-seven 
statutory  notices  under  the  provisions  of  Section  12(2)  Clean  Air  Act, 
1956,  to  safeguard  the  financial  grants  due  to  owners  of  private  dwellings 
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undertaking  firegrate  conversions  in  the  area.  This  was  the  first  smoke 
control  area  inaugurated  by  the  Council  in  which  they  had  prescribed 
against  payment  of  financial  grants  in  respect  of  installation  of  open 
coke  firegrates  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  Section  95,  Housing 
Act  1964. 

The  Council  now  has  five  Smoke  Control  Orders  relating  to  4,931 
premises  towards  completion  of  their  programme  of  declaring  9,431 
premises  to  be  smoke  controlled  during  the  ensuing  seven  years.  The 
areas  to  which  four  of  these  Orders  relate  and  others  still  to  be  declared 
are  still  in  progress  of  further  development  for  residential  or  com- 
mercial purposes  so  that  the  total  number  of  premises  eventually  smoke 
controlled  will  exceed  the  programmed  total. 

In  the  establishment  and  operation  of  these  Areas  close  contact  has 
been  maintained  with  the  Local  Joint  Service  Committee  of  the  Coal 
Utilisation  Council,  the  Manchester  and  Salford  Coal  Merchants’  Asso- 
ciation, the  North  Western  Gas  Board,  the  North  Western  Electricity 
Board,  National  Coal  Board  and  the  Press,  which  has  resulted  in  the 
dispersal  of  a great  deal  of  information  concerning  the  Council’s  Clean 
Air  policy  and  helped  to  combat  any  potential  opposition  to  the  opera- 
tion of  the  Orders.  This  has  enabled  the  Council  to  inaugurate  the 
respective  areas  without  the  necessity  of  local  Public  Inquiries.  The 
Solid  Smokeless  Fuels  Federation  also  staged  a mobile  exhibition  within 
the  Borough  during  the  year  in  connection  with  the  imiplementation  of 
the  Bury  (No.  5)  Smoke  Control  Order. 

A total  of  5,950  visits  were  made  to  premises  in  smoke  control  areas 
for  all  purposes. 

The  Council  amended  their  Building  Byelaws  in  accordance  with 
Section  24,  Clean  Air  Act,  1956,  in  1957,  and  subsequently  adopted  the 
Model  Clauses  re  thermal  insulation  of  dwellinghouses  and  flue  con- 
struction. These  provisions  will  be  replaced  by  the  Building  Regulations, 
1965  on  1st  February,  1966. 

The  Council  retain  their  membership  of  the  Manchester  Regional 
Clean  Air  Council  and  the  National  Society  for  Clean  Air  and  are 
represented  on  executives  of  both  organisations. 

Owing  to  lack  of  support  it  has  still  not  been  possible  to  re-introduce 
Courses  in  Boiler  House  Practice  at  the  Municipal  Technical  College 
suspended  in  1961.

INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD. 

MILK  SUPPLY. 

The  Borough  is  situated  within  a “specified  area”  defined  in  the 
Milk  (Special  Designation)  (Specified  Areas)  (No.  2)  Order,  1954,  which 
requires  the  compulsory  retail  sale  of  tuberculin  tested,  pasteurised  or 
sterilised  milk.  Conditions  attached  to  dealers’  licences,  for  the  sale 
of  such  designated  milks  ensure  that  all  milk  sold  retail  within  the 
Borough  is  bottled  and  capped  before  delivery  to  the  consumer.  The 
existence  of  the  Tuberculosis  (England  and  Wales  Attested  Area)  Order, 
1960,  ensures  that  all  milk  sold  within  the  Borough  is  tubercle  free.  On 
1st  October,  1964,  “tuberculin  tested”  .milk  was  designated  “untreated” 


by  the  Milk  (Special  Designation)  Regulations,  1963.

All  samples  submitted  to  phosphatase,  turbidity  and  tubercle  inocula- 
tion tests  were  reported  to  be  satisfactory  for  the  seventh  successive 
year. 

95%  of  all  milk  sampled  was  satisfactory  to  prescribed  tests. 

7%  of  “untreated”  milk  failed  to  satisfy  the  .methylene  blue  reduc- 
tion test. 
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The  two  unsatisfactory  samples  were  taken  from  licenced  producers 
situate  outside  the  Borough.  Reports  on  these  unsatisfactory  samples 
were  referred  to  the  Divisional  Milk  Officer,  Ministry  of  Agriculture, 
Fisheries  & P’'ood,  who  reported  that  these  cases  were  thoroughly  in- 
vestigated and  subjected  to  increased  sampling. 

The  nine  samples  reported  to  contain  evidence  of  brucella  infection 
related  to  five  suspected  cases  at  four  dairy  farms,  two  sited  outside 
the  Borough.  As  a result  five  cows  at  these  respective  farms  were 
isolated  and  milk  subjected  to  heat  treatment  prior  to  human  consump- 
tion. 

The  one  sample  of  pasteurised  milk  which  failed  to  satisfy  the 
methylene  blue  reduction  test  was  reported  to  the  licensed  producers 
situated  outside  the  Borough. 

Since  July,  1962,  all  heat  treated  milk  sold  within  the  Borough 
has  been  produced  and  bottled  at  premises  in  outside  districts.  For 
the  previous  forty-one  years  the  majority  of  pasteurised  milk  retailed 
locally  was  produced  in  the  Borough.  The  local  pasteurising  dairy 
closed  following  financial  mergers  in  national  dairy  interests. 

The  absence  of  any  evidence  of  tubercle  infection  in  milk  samples 
taken  for  a fifth  successive  year  together  with  the  declining  incidence 
of  tubercle  infection  in  cattle  (see  page  50)  proves  the  efficiency  of 
the  Tuberculosis  Eradication  Scheme  of  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture, 
Fisheries  & Food. 

Comparing  this  fact  with  the  extremely  high  standard  of  milk 
samples  recorded  on  page  47  will  indicate  again  the  very  satisfactory 
quality  of  milk  retailed  within  the  Borough  during  a further  year. 

This  is  the  fourth  successive  similar  comment  which  justifies  the 
intensive  sampling  programme  and  close  attention  to  milk  distribution 
which  has  always  been  undertaken  by  the  Department. 

ICE  CREAM  PREMISES. 

Codes  of  Practice  approved  by  the  Council  in  relation  to  ice-cream 
premises  and  vehicles  have  been  in  operation  since  1949  Manufacturers 
and  Vendors,  including  Mobile  Vendors,  are  registered  under  the  pro- 
visions of  the  Bury  Corporation  Act,  1932. 

Manufacturers  of  ice-lollies  are  also  required  to  be  registered  under 
the  Bury  Corporation  Act,  1932,  as  a form  of  food  preparation  where 
such  manufacture  constitutes  a major  portion  of  a traders  business.

MEAT  INSPECTION. 

A notable  feature  of  meat  inspection  this  year  is  the  complete  ab- 
sence of  any  recorded  incidence  of  tubercle  infection  m cattle  slaugh- 
tered at  the  Public  Abattoir.  This  is  the  first  occasion  when  such  an 
interesting  experience  has  occurred,  although  all  cows  slaughtered  in 
the  previous  year  were  reported  to  be  tubercle  free,  and  again  bears 
\vitness  to  the  success  of  the  tubercle  eradication  scheme  in  cattle,  to 
which  reference  has  been  made  in  pre/ious  reports.

In  addition  266  lb.  of  meat  were  condemned,  comprising  imported, 
port  killed  and  canned  meat,  and  home  killed  meat  condemmed  on 
account  of  decomposition. 

Condemned  meat  and  offal  is  disposed  of  to  contractors  outside 
the  Borough  appointed  by  the  Council  for  processing  into  inedible  fat 
and  glue. 

The  infected  materials  are  sterilised  during  the  process  and  are 
stained  in  an  approved  manner  with  napthaline  green  prior  to  removal 
from  the  Abattoir.  Contact  is  maintained  with  the  other  local  authority 
concerned  to  ensure  that  adequate  supervision  is  exercised  over  the 
transport  and  processing  of  the  diseased  material,  which  complies  with 
the  provisions  of  the  Meat  (Sterilising  and  Staining)  Regulations,  1960. 

Legal  proceedings  were  instituted  against  two  licensed  slaughtermen 
for  removal  of  manure  and  refuse  from  a slaughterhouse  by  unauthorised 
means  in  contravention  of  the  Council’s  Public  Slaughterhouse  Byelaws. 
The  Borough  Magistrates  found  the  offences  proved  and  imposed 
penalties  totalling  £12  and  awarded  £4-4s.-0d.  costs  to  the  Council.

SWINE  FEVER. 

Fifteen  movement  licences  were  issued  under  the  Swine  Fever 
(Infected  Areas  Restrictions)  Order,  1958,  authorising  the  movement  of 
pigs  out  of  the  Borough  into  areas  subject  to  controlled  movement  of 
swine  as  a precaution  against  risk  of  spread  of  swine  fever  infection. 

No  cases  of  swine  fever  arose  within  the  Borough,  which  remained 
free  from  any  control  on  movement  of  swine  throughout  the  year. 

TUBERCULOSIS. 

The  progressive  decline  in  the  incidence  of  tuberculosis  in  cattle 
and  pigs  over  the  past  six  consecutive  years  resulted  in  no  cattle  being 
slaughtered  at  the  Public  Abattoir  under  the  provisions  of  either  the 
Tuberculosis  Orders,  1938-46  or  the  Tuberculosis  (Slaughter  of  Reactors) 
Orders.  No  notifications  were  received  of  suspected  tuberculosis  amongst 
cattle  on  local  farms. 

WASTE  FOOD  ORDER. 

The  provisions  of  the  Order  are  designed  as  a precaution  against 
risk  of  spread  of  infection  of  contagious  animal  and  poultry  diseases 
by  requiring  the  boiling  of  all  raw  foodstuffs  and  swill  before  being 
fed  to  livestock  and  poultry.  Boiling  plant  approved  for  this  purpose 
is  required  to  be  licensed  by  the  Borough  Council.

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In  the  majority  of  cases  further  action  could  not  be  taken  oy  the 
Council  as  the  complainants  indicated  their  satisfaction  with  investiga- 
tions undertaken  and  expressed  their  reluctance  or  blank  refusal  to 
become  involved  in  further  action.

One  new  general  food  shop,  one  food  preparing  premises  and  two 
licensed  premises  were  opened  during  the  year. 

One  general  food  shop,  one  bakehouse,  a grocery  and  a confec- 
tionery shop  were  closed  voluntarily  during  the  same  period.  Four 
canteens  were  also  closed  when  the  factories  concerned  discontinued 
business  due  to  trade  recession. 

There  are  no  liquid  egg  pasteurising  plants  licensed  within  the 
Borough  under  the  provisions  of  the  Liquid  Egg  (Pasteurising)  Regula- 
tions 1963. 

FOOD  HYGIENE. 

Public  Health  Inspectors  have  continued  to  use  their  efforts  to 
educate  food  traders  and  their  employees  in  the  principles  of  clean 
food  handling.  Experience  has  proved  that  such  training  is  best  under- 
taken at  the  place  of  employment.  Opportunity  to  demonstrate  clean 
food  practices  is  taken  whenever  inspectors  visit  various  types  of  food 
premises  for  any  purpose. 

Legal  proceedings  were  instituted  against  an  occupier  of  a retail 
food  shop  in  respect  of  six  contraventions  of  the  Food  Hygiene  (General) 
Regulation,  1960.  The  Borough  Justices  found  the  contraventions  proved 
and  imposed  penalties  and  costs  totalling  £22  6s.  Od. 

Six  sporadic  cases  of  suspected  food  poisoning  arising  in  three 
households  were  notified.  Diagnosis  was  not  confirmed. 

MARKETS. 

There  are  two  retail  markets  within  the  Borough,  a large  covered 
market  hall,  and  an  open  market  held  on  three  weekdays — Wednesday, 
Friday  and  Saturday.  In  addition  the  open  market  is  occupied  several 
days  a week  by  a number  of  food  stalls  for  the  sale  of  fish,  meat,  fruit 


and  greengrocery.

The  following  imported  foodstuffs  are  required  to  be  marked  with 
an  indication  of  country  of  origin  or  the  words  “foreign"  or  “empire” 
on  exposure  for  retail  sale.  Meat,  bacon,  ham,  fresh  apples,  raw 
tomatoes,  shell  eggs,  dried  eggs,  currants,  sultanas,  raisins,  oat  products, 
honey,  frozen  or  chilled  salmon  or  sea  trout,  butter,  dead  poutry. 

General  compliance  by  traders  with  the  provisions  of  the  Marking 
Orders  has  been  good. 

Public  Health  Inspectors  paid  3,400  visits  to  food  shops  and  market 
stalls  to  ensure  compliance  with  the  provisions  of  the  Marking  Orders 
and  other  requirements  of  the  Acts.

Advice  on  method  of  manufacture  was  tendered  to  the  vendor  of 
an  informal  sample  of  soda  water  certified  by  che  Public  Analyst  to 
be  deficient  of  50%  soda  bicarbonate.  The  Council  hao  instituted  suc- 
cessful legal  proceedings  against  this  vendor  in  previous  year  in  respect 
of  similar  offence. 

The  Town  Clerk  advised  on  legal  grounds  against  instituting  pro- 
ceedings in  respect  of  a formal  sample  of  butter  shortcake  biscuit  which 
the  Public  Analyst  considered  to  be  incorrectly  labelled. 

A formal  sample  of  potassium  chlorate  tablets  was  certified  by 
the  Public  Analyst  to  be  genuine  after  he  had  certifiea  an  informal 
sample  of  these  tablets  taken  from  the  same  vendor  to  be  below  B.P.C. 
standard.

Compulsory  Improvement  Areas. 

During  the  year  the  Council  resolved  to  implement  the  provisions 
of  Section  13,  Housing  Act,  1964,  relative  to  the  declaration  of  Com- 
pulsory Improvement  Areas  and  directed  that  a survey  be  made  for 
this  purpose.  A sample  survey  of  three  areas  each  comprising  over 
one  hundred  houses  of  which  a number  had  previously  been  improved 
voluntarily  with  the  assistance  of  improvemient  grants  was  taken.  Sub- 
sequently, public  health  inspectors  carried  out  a detailed  survey  of 
164  dwellings  in  one  of  these  areas.  This  survey  was  incomplete  at  the 
year  end  but  it  is  anticipated  the  Council  will  declare  this  area  to  be 
a Compulsory  Improvement  Area  early  in  1966.  It  is  estimated  that 
125  houses  will  lack  some  of  the  prescribed  standard  amenities,  of 
which  twenty-five  houses  are  tenanted,  the  others  being  owner/occupied. 

Clearance  Areas. 

Six  Clearance  Areas,  Elton  Nos.  3 and  4,  Lowei  Woodhill  Road, 
Peter  Street,  Raby  Street,  Bolholt,  totalling  fifty-three  houses  and 
involving  127  persons  were  represented  during  the  year,  together  with 
thirty-three  individual  unfit  houses.  The  Council  made  Compulsory 
Purchase  Orders  in  respect  of  the  two  Elton  Areas  and  Clearance 
Orders  in  respect  of  the  other  areas.  A Public  Inquiry  into  objections 
to  the  Hollins  No.  1 Clearance  Order  was  held  by  the  Minister  of 
Housing  and  Local  Government  during  the  year.  The  Minister  sub- 
sequently confirmed  such  Order  and  also  the  Hollins  Nos.  2 and  3,  Lower 
Woodhill  Road,  Peter  Street  and  Raby  Street  and  Bolholt  Clearance 
Orders  and  the  Elton  No.  3 and  Bates  Yard  Compulsory  Purchase  Orders 
without  modification.  Objections  received  to  the  Elton  No.  4 Compulsory 
Purchase  Order  were  subsequently  withdrawn. 
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Demolition  of  houses  in  the  Samuel  Street,  Walmersley  Road  No.  2, 
Old  Lane  and  Woodfields  Clearance  Areas  was  commenced  during 
the  year  and  completed  in  the  Roach  Street  Clearance  Area.  Rehousing 
of  tenants  from  this  Area  had  been  completed  earlier  in  the  year  and 
was  commenced  in  the  three  Hollins,  Samuel  Street,  Lower  Woodhill 
Road,  Old  Lane,  two  Walmersley  Old  Road  and  Bates  Yard  Clearance 
Areas.

By  the  end  of  the  year  1,140  houses  had  been  represented  and  1,192 
houses  demolished  or  closed  of  the  Council’s  programme  of  1,464  houses 
to  be  considered  for  such  action  before  1967. 

A further  twenty-six  unfit  houses  await  demoltion  in  the  Bury 
(Central  Area)  (Comprehensive  Redevelopment  No.  1 Area)  Compul- 
sory Purchase  Order,  1962,  made  by  the  Council  under  the  provisions 
of  the  Town  and  Country  Planning  Acts. 

During  the  year  the  Council  acquired  by  private  negotiation  freehold 
interest  in  ten  houses  on  the  schedule  of  houses  to  be  considered  for 
demolition  under  the  Housing  Act,  1957  and  134  houses  scheduled  for 
similar  action  before  1973.  Five  of  these  houses  were  closed  for  human 
habitation  on  the  subsequent  reversion  of  leases  later  in  the  year.

HOUSES  IN  MULTIPLE-OCCUPATION. 

Survey  of  houses  known  to  be  occupied  by  members  of  more  than 
one  family  under  the  provisions  of  Sections  12/23  Housing  Act,  1961, 
was  continued  during  the  year.  Seven  notices  were  served  under  the 
Act  in  respect  of  119  defects  and  five  notices  in  respect  of  twenty-five 
defects  were  abated.  Other  work  was  proceeding  at  the  year  end. 
Public  Health  Inspectors  made  97  visits  to  these  premises.  The  majority 
of  owners  and  occupiers  have  complied  with  matters  brought  to  their 
notice  on  preliminary  intimations.  General  conditions  in  such  houses 
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have  reuiained  fair  and  it  has  not  been  necessary  to  take  any  statutory 
proceedings.  The  house  subject  to  the  provisions  of  a Management 
Order  made  by  the  Council  in  1964  was  closed  voluntarily  by  the  owners 
during  the  year. 

The  number  of  known  houses  of  this  category  is  thirty-nine  of 
which  34  have  been  surveyed,  providing  accommodation  for  193  persons 
in  191  rooms  in  201  separate  lettings. 

It  has  not  been  found  necessary  to  implement  anj^  of  the  extended 
provisions  of  the  Housing  Act,  1964,  in  respect  of  these  premises. 

Close  co-operation  with  the  Chief  Fire  Officer  in  the  supervision 
of  these  premises  has  been  maintained  throughout  the  year.  An  appre- 
ciable amount  of  work  has  been  completed  under  the  provisions  of 
Section  16,  Housing  Act,  1961.

Evidence  proves  that  one  registered  house  can  amply  accommodate 
those  who  normally  frequent  such  premises  Fifty-two  visits  were  made 
to  the  premises  during  the  year.  One  notice  relating  to  40  defects  was 
served  and  outstanding  at  the  year  end. 

These  premises  are  subject  of  a confirmed  Compulsory  Purchase 
Order  made  by  the  Council  under  the  Town  & Country  Planning  Acts, 
1947-59  to  implement  the  provisions  of  the  Bury  (Central  Areas)  Com- 
prehensive Development  Area  No.  1.  When  present  linancial  restrictions 
on  capital  expenditure  are  relaxed  the  premises  are  not  anticipated  to 
exist  for  more  than  two  further  years. 

TENTS,  VANS  AND  SHEDS. 

The  Borough  was  generally  free  from  inhabited  tents,  vans  or  sheds 
other  than  those  caravans  arriving  for  the  short  period  of  the  Annual 
Pleasure  Fairs. 

These  caravans  were  visited  on  97  occasions  during  their  stay  within 
the  Borough. 

The  site  now  occupied  for  such  purposes  is  situate  within  the  area 
subject  to  the  provisions  of  the  Bury  (No.  1)  Smoke  Control  Order 
and  additional  duties  have  been  incurred  in  ensuring  compliance  with 
the  Order  by  occupiers  of  temporary  dwellings,  notwithstanding  they 
are  outside  the  definition  of  “dwellings”  under  the  Clean  Air  Act,  1956. 
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It  was  again  necessary  to  deal  with  tour  cases  of  unauthorised  use 
of  land  for  stationing  of  caravans  for  temporary  habitation.  In  each 
case  the  occupiers  of  such  caravans  were  found  to  be  itinerant  dealers 
in  scrap  metal. 

Where  the  land  concerned  was  in  private  ownership  such  action 
was  instituted  against  the  landowner  under  the  provisions  of  the 
Caravan  Sites  and  Control  of  Development  Act,  1960.  Where  caravans 
used  for  human  habitation  were  found  on  Council  owned  land  the 
occupiers  were  dealt  with  as  trespassers.  There  are  no  caravan  sites 
within  the  Borough  licensed  under  the  provisions  of  the  Caravan  Sites 
and  Control  of  Development  Act,  1960,  or  approved  under  the  Town  & 
Country  Planning  Acts,  1947-63.

Mothers  are  advised  to  have  their  children  protected  in 
this  way  either  at  the  Child  Welfare  Clinic  or  by  their 
own  family  doctor.  Reinforcing  doses  are  offered  at  eigh- 
teen months,  and  again  when  starting  school,  although  at 
this  age  the  injection  is  against  diphtheria  and  tetanus 
only,  the  whooping  cough  fraction  being  omitted. 

The  number  of  children  immunised  by  general  medical 
practitioners  was  221  under  5 years  of  age,  8 of  school  age, 
and  77  reinforcing  doses  of  all  ages.  The  others  shown  in 
the  tables  have  been  done  by  Local  Authority  doctors.

Arrangements  are  made  to  vaccinate  school  children 
of  13  years  of  age  against  tuberculosis,  thus  giving  them  a 
certain  degree  of  protection  during  early  adult  life,  where 
experience  has  shown  the  disease  is  most  likely  to  occur. 
The  procedure  is  carried  out  either  at  School  oi  the  Clinic, 
and  involves  a single  skin  test  in  the  forearm,  which  causes 
no  upset,  and  by  which  the  Doctor  can  telJ  if  the  child 
requires  vaccination.  The  B.C.G.  vaccination  is  done  on  the 
upper  part  of  the  arm,  just  like  smallpox  vaccination,  al- 
though the  reaction  is  slower  and  the  resulting  scar  nor- 
mally much  smaller. 

Consent  forms  have  been  circulated  to  all  the  parents 
of  children  of  the  appropriate  age  for  them  to  indicate 
whether  or  not  they  wish  their  children  to  be  protected. 

The  figures  above  give  the  number  immunised.  All  for 
whom  we  received  parental  consent  were  completed  by 
the  end  of  the  year.

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One  of  the  most  striking  changes  in  epidemiology  since 
the  war  has  been  the  recession  of  tuberculosis.  Bury  has 
shared  in  this  happy  event. 

After  Care. 

A Chest  Physician  of  the  Regional  Hospital  Board  has 
a joint  appointment  with  the  L.A.  The  Corporation  T.B. 
Nurses  attend  at  the  Hospital  Chest  Clinic.  Co-operation 
is  maintained  through  these  links. 

Patients  discharged  from  hospital  are  kept  in  touch 
with  by  the  Tuberculosis  Nurse  visitors.  The  patients  also 
attend  the  Chest  Clinic  for  regular  examinations.  Employers 
were  contacted  regarding  finding  discharged  patients  suit- 
able occupation.  Co-operation  has  been  made  with  the 
Disablement  Re-settlement  Officer.  Various  house  owners 
were  approached  in  order  to  obtain  improved  accommoda- 
tion for  persons  who  had  completed  their  sanatorium  treat- 
ment, and  eight  cases  were  referred  to  the  Housing  Com- 
mittee, four  were  provided  with  alternative  accommodation 
and  four  were  still  awaiting  re-housing. 

We  have  to  thank  the  Bury  Family  Welfare  Association, 
which  has  helped  tuberculosis  patients  by  grants  of  food, 
clothing,  etc. 

Home  Visits  by  L.A.  Nurses. 

1,430  visits  were  paid  by  specially  trained  tuberculosis 
nurses. 

Public  Health  (Prevention  of  Tuberculosis)  Regulations,

No  case  of  Tuberculosis  among  employees  in  the  milk 
trade  was  notified  during  the  year;  no  action  in  this  respect, 
therefore,  being  necessary. 

VENEREAL  DISEASES 

Treatment. 

Patients  suffering  from  Venereal  Diseases  are  treated 
at  the  Bury  General  Hospital  Out-Patients  Department.  The 
Clinic  sessions  are  as  follows  : —

Incidence. 

There  were  195  new  cases  compared  with  180  last  year. 

Of  the  new  cases  attending  10  were  Syphilis,  25 
Gonorrhoea,  and  160  other  conditions.  The  figures  for 
Gonorrhoea  are  lower  than  those  of  last  year. 

Bury  residents  accounted  for  39%  of  the  new  cases 
attending  the  Clinic.

SECTION  7. 

MATERNITY  AND  CHILD  WELFARE 
Health  Visiting. 

The  Health  Visitors  have  continued  to  undertake  a wide 
variety  of  work.  The  major  part  of  their  work  has  been 
concerned  with  the  two  extremes  of  life,  old  age  and  in- 
fancy. There  has  been  maintained  the  close  relationship 
with  the  hospitals.  A health  visitor  has  attended  the  Paedi- 
atric Outpatients  and  frequent  visits  are  made  to  hospitals 
before  the  discharge  of  Patients,  particularly  of  old  people 
who  will  require  special  home  care.  Special  attention  has 
been  given  to  the  prevention  of  accidents,  teaching  of 
mothercraft  and  the  continuous  dissemination  of  knowledge 
in  relation  to  immunisation  and  vaccination. 

The  town  is  divided  into  districts,  to  each  of  which  is 
allocated  a Health  Visitor.  She  also  attends  a Child  Wel- 
fare Centre  each  week.  Increased  use  of  the  services  of  the 
Health  Visitors  is  being  made  by  general  medical  practi- 
tioners in  the  area,  but  owing  to  shortage  of  staff,  we  have 
been  unable  to  allocate  a Health  Visitor  to  each  practitioner. 
We  are  hoping  to  do  this  when  vacancies  in  the  Staff  are 
filled.  Shortage  of  staff  has  been  the  main  difficulty  in 
this  department. 

We  have  continued  to  provide  practical  instruction  to 
Student  Health  Visitors  from  the  Mancheslei  and  Bolton 
Health  Visitors’  Courses,  and  also  for  Nurses  and  Midwives 
in  training  in  the  Bury  and  Rossendale  Hospital  Manage- 
ment Committee  Group.

The  Local  Authority  Ante-Natal  Clinics  have  been 
staffed  by  a Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Medical  Officer 
and  the  Municipal  Midwives.  Cases  requiring  further  in- 
vestigation have  been  referred  to  the  Hospital  Ante-Natal 
Clinic  at  Fairfield  General  Hospital  for  a specialist  opinion. 
Reports  of  all  results  of  specimens  taken  etc.  at  the  Clinics 
are  forwarded  to  the  medical  practitioner.  A special  card 
for  “two-way”  use  is  supplied  and  completed  at  the  Clinics. 
Few  of  these  cards  are  returned  by  the  practitioner. 

A consultant  Obstetrician  attends  at  certain  sessions. 

A physiotherapist  is  available  at  The  Wylde  Clinic.  171 
patients  attended  for  ante-natal  relaxation  exercises,  making 
a total  of  996  attendances.  This  clinic  has  become  deser- 
vedly popular  with  expectant  mothers.  Talks  are  also  given 
here  by  a Midwife.

In  addition,  expectant  mothers  attended  the  Ante-Natal 
Clinic  at  Fairfield  General  Hospital.  The  number  of  ex- 
pectant mothers  who  attended  these  Clinics  was  573,  and 
3,507  attendances  were  made.  Also  634  post-natal  atten- 
dances were  made  by  575  patients. 

Maternity  outfits  are  kept  at  each  Clinic  and  also  at 
Midwives’  residences,  for  supplying  to  expectant  mothers 
in  all  domiciliary  confinements. 

Domiciliary  Midwifery. 

Each  midwife  has  an  area  of  the  town.  She  attends 
ante-natal  clinics  on  a rota,  normally  at  the  ante-natal  clinic 
at  which  her  patients  are  attending,  and  also  visits  the 
patients  at  home  for  ante-natal  supervision.  Transport  from 
the  Ambulance  Depot  is  supplied  in  case  of  urgency,  or  at 
night  after  the  bus  service  has  ceased  to  run.  Car  allow- 
ances are  provided  for  those  midwives  with  cars. 

The  supervision  of  midwives  is  carried  out  by  members 
of  the  medical  staff  of  the  Health  Department. 

There  is  close  co-operation  with  general  practitioners 
undertaking  maternity  medical  services. 

The  midwives  receive  pupil  midwives  from  the  local 
training  hospital  (Fairfield  General  Hospital).  Eight  pupil 
midwives  have  been  taken  for  training. 

Women  whose  confinement  in  hospital  is  recommended 
on  social  grounds,  are  recommended  by  the  Medical  Officer 
of  Health  to  the  Hospital.  All  cases  so  selected  by  the 
Medical  Officer  of  Health  have  been  accepted  by  the  Hos- 
pital. 

Midwives.  The  number  of  midwives  registered  as 
practising  during  1964  was  41.  Of  these,  six  were  Municipal 
Midwives  and  35  were  midwives  at  the  Fairfield  General 
Hospital. 

Municipal  Midwives. — Four  full-time  Municipal  Mid- 
wives and  two  part-time  were  employed  by  the  Local  Autho- 
rity. They  have  assisted  at  the  Municipal  ante-  and  post- 
natal clinics,  and  are  present  with  any  of  their  patients 
attending.  The  number  of  cases  attended  by  these  midwives 
during  the  year  was  : —

Midwives  are  on  call  for  their  own  cases  and  for  cases 
of  other  midwives  who  are  off  duty,  night  and  day  except 
for  one  day  off  per  week  and  one  week-end  off  per  month 
when  they  are  relieved  by  a midwife  who  is  on  duty.  There 
is  no  night  duty  rota  as  such.  When  a midwife  is  on  duty 
she  takes  night  and  day  cases. 
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All  Midwives  are  equipped  and  trained  with  Trilene 
Equipment.  Trilene  was  administered  in  258  cases.  Trilene 
has  rapidly  replaced  gas  and  air  analgesia  in  popularity 
since  its  introduction. 

No  charge  is  made  for  the  services  of  midwives.  Mater- 
nity Outfits  also  are  provided  free  by  the  Local  Authority.

Attendance  figures  show  an  increase  over  last  year. 

Phenylketonuria. — Routine  screening  tests  for  Urine  of 
all  children  attending  the  centre  is  now  carried  out.  The 
number  of  children  tested  is  796.  There  have  been  no 
positive  cases. 

Hearing  Tests. — A Peters  Basic  Diagnostic  audiometer 
is  available.  This  is  provided  with  a Peep-show  for  use 
with  small  children.  A specially  trained  nurse  is  available 
for  this  work.  Commencing  in  August,  1962,  testing  of 
children  under  5 years  of  age  was  undertaken.  120  children 
under  5 years  were  tested.  In  addition  the  project  screen- 
ing of  all  school  children  was  continued  and  this  year  1,676 
school  'Children  were  examined  at  school.  In  addition  204 
pure  tone  tests  were  carried  out  at  The  Wyide  Clinic  in 
cases  referred  by  the  Medical  Officers. 

Orthopaedic  Clinic.  — Arrangements  are  in  force  for 
cases  to  be  referred  to  Orthopaedic  Clinic  at  Whitefield.  In- 
patient treatment  is  provided  under  the  scheme  if  necessary 
at  the  Biddulph  Orthopaedic  Elospital,  at  Ancoats  Hospital, 
Manchester,  and  at  Marple  Orthopaedic  Hospital.

There  were  no  new  cases  referred  b;^  the  C.W. 
Centre  and  attended  the  Whitefield  Clinic.  Many  cases 
are  also  sent  direct  to  Bury  General  Hospital  by  the  family 
doctor.

Ophthalmia  Neoiiatoriim.  — There  were  no  cases  of 
Ophthalmia  Neonatorum  notified. 

Care  of  Premature  Infants  (Circular  20/44). — Arrange- 
ments are  in  force  for  dealing  with  Premature  Infants. 
Equipment,  including  cots,  heated  basket  with  oxygen 
supply,  blankets,  baby  jackets,  etc.,  has  been  provided,  and 
a health  visitor  is  responsible  for  visiting  premature  infants 
immediately  notification  is  received  from  the  midwife  con- 
cerned. The  local  hospitals  notify  the  Medical  Officer  of 
Health  when  premature  infants  are  discharged.  A prema- 
ture infant  unit  under  the  supervision  of  a Pediatrician  is 
available  at  Fairfield  General  Hospital.  A new  unit  will 
be  available  next  year. 

During  1965  the  number  of  babies  notified  who 
weighed  5^1b.  or  less  at  birth  was  83.  The  majority  (71) 
of  these  were  born  in  hospital.  The  number  of  cases  visited 
by  the  Health  Visitor  in  the  home  was  50,  to  whom  201 
visits  were  made. 

There  were  also  13  premature  still-births,  11  of  which 
were  born  in  hospital. 

Illegitimate  Children. — The  Health  Visitors  pay  special 
attention  to  illegitimate  births,  and  make  frequent  visits 
to  these  cases.  The  Council  subsidises  the  local  Diocesan 
Moral  Welfare  Council,  whose  Social  Worker  visits  un- 
married mothers. 

Infantile  Mortality. — The  Infantile  Mortality  Rate  for 
Bury  was  25.27  per  1,000  live  births  compared  with  19.0  per 
1,000  live  births  for  England  and  Wales. 
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If  we  analyse  the  cause  of  death  of  the  31  children  who 
died  under  the  age  of  one  year  we  find  that  ±2  took  place 
during  the  first  day,  another  6 within  the  first  week,  1 during 
the  second  week,  7 within  the  first  and  third  months,  2 
within  the  third  and  sixth  months  of  the  year,  2 within  the 
sixth  and  ninth  months  of  the  year  and  1 within  the  ninth 
and  twelve  months  of  the  year. 

Of  the  causes  of  death  13  were  certified  as  primarily 
due  to  prematurity,  7 to  broncho  pneumonia,  1 to  Rh. 
Incompatibility,  1 to  asphyxia  neonatorum,  3 to  gastro 
enteritis,  1 to  bronchitis,  1 to  renal  agenesis,  1 to  fibrocystic 
disease  of  the  pancreas,  1 to  pulmonary  haemorrhage  and 
2 were  due  to  hydrocephalus. 

The  Still-birth  Rate — 17.84  this  year  compared  with  a 
five-year  average  of  17.83. 

Dental  Treatment. — During  1965  it  was  possible  only 
to  use  a small  portion  of  the  School  Dentai  Officer’s  time 
for  the  dental  care  of  expectant  and  nursing  mothers  and 
young  children.  Not  until  a permanent  second  dental  sur- 
geon is  obtained  can  this  service  be  satisfactoiy.  However, 
we  are  fortunate  in  having  the  services  of  a Dental  Auxi- 
liary. 

The  dental  surgery  at  The  Wylde  Clinic  is  now  equipped 
with  a modern  unit.  An  Airator  and  a compressor  have 
been  installed.

One  block  at  Castlecroft  Nursery  is  fitted  with  small 
cots  for  eight  children  under  the  age  of  one  year.  The 
central  block  accommodates  10  children  between  one  and 
two  years  of  age,  and  the  third  block  accomm^odates  25 
children  between  2 and  5 years  of  age. 

Medical  Officers  paid  28  visits  to  the  nursery,  and  made 
92  examinations  of  children. 

This  Nursery  is  a recognised  training  nursery  for  Nur- 
sery Nurses. 

The  charge  was  13/6  per  child  per  day.  Partial  remis- 
sion of  charges  is  made  on  an  income  basis  as  required. 

Breakfasts  are  now  made  on  the  premises  by  the  staff; 
the  remaining  meals  are  supplied  from  the  Cooking  Centre 
as  before. 

The  nursery  is  open  from  7 a.m.  to  7 p.m.

MENTAL  HEALTH 

The  staff  of  the  Mental  Health  Section  consists  of  three 
whole-time  officers  working  under  medical  direction. 

Specialist  advice  from  the  Consultant  Psychiatrist  of 
the  Bury  and  Rossendale  Hospital  Management  Committee 
and  his  staff  is  available,  with  whom  close  liaison  is  main- 
tained both  at  advisory  and  practical  levels. 

Sub-normality. 

Screening  and  preliminary  examination  is  done  at  the 
School  Clinics  or  Child  Welfare  Centres.  The  Psychiatrist, 
School  Medical  Officer,  Psychologist  and  Social  Workers 
perform  both  diagnostic  and  therapeutic  functions.  Coun- 
selling of  the  parents  whilst  the  child  is  still  young  is 
aimed  at  the  cementing  of  a basic  relationship  within  the 
family  which  is  essential  for  the  child’s  future  development. 
Early  admission  to  either  E.S.N.  School  or  Training  Centre 
is  encouraged. 

Our  Combined  Training  Centre  at  Alston  Street  closes 
in  1966,  when  the  work  will  be  transferred  to  our  New 
William  Kemp  Heaton  Combined  Training  Centre.  It  is 
anticipated  that  improved  facilities  here  will  alleviate  many 
of  the  physical  difficulties  at  Alston  Street,  where  we  are 
limited  to  35  vacancies  for  people  of  all  ages.  Social  acti- 
vities are  undertaken  from  time  to  time.  These  include 
visits  to  the  theatre  and  sea-side  and  certain  local  events. 

An  “Open  Day”  has  been  well  attended  by  the  parents 
of  the  mentally  handicapped  people  attending  our  centre 
and  we  are  indebted  to  them  for  their  help  with  many  of 
our  extra  mural  activities. 

There  are  142  severely  sub-normal  patients  on  the 
register.  This  gives  a rate  of  2.3  per  thousand  population. 
Facilities  will  be  available  for  40  adults  and  30  juniors  at 
the  William  Kemp  Heaton  Combined  Training  Centre.  Mid- 
day meals  are  provided,  and  milk  is  supplied  to  children 
of  school  age.  Free  meals  are  granted  in  special  cases. 
Transport  is  available  either  through  the  Ambulance  Ser- 
vice or  by  the  issue  of  free  bus  tokens  to  those  able  to  use 
public  transport.  Medical  inspections  are  undertaken  from 
time  to  time  and  the  facilities  of  a physiotherapist  are 
available  one  day  each  week. 

Short  term  care  for  the  severely  sub-normal  and  sub- 
normal has  been  provided  by  the  Regional  Hospital  Board  at 
their  Brockhall  Hospital  where  specialist  advice  has  been 
available  through  their  medical  staff. 

Holidays  have  been  arranged  by  the  National  Society 
for  Mentally  Handicapped  Children  with  the  assistance  of 
the  mental  health  staff  in  the  selection  of  suitable  candi- 
dates. 
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Child  Guidance. 

A full  team  of  specialists  undertakes  this  growing  prob- 
lem of  mental  illness  and  social  problems  associated  with  the 
young.  Children  and  parents  are  advised,  treated,  or 
referred  to  the  appropriate  agencies  for  specific  advice. 
The  aim  of  this  section  of  the  Department  is  to  eliminate 
many  of  the  psychiatric  problems  of  later  years  by  dealing 
with  them  in  childhood. 

Mental  Illness. 

Close  liaison  with  the  local  hospitals  is  maintained. 
Our  female  Social  Worker  is  engaged  in  clinical  work  at 
the  Bury  and  Fairfield  General  Hospitals  on  a sessional 
basis.  All  Social  Workers  attend  weekly  meetings  under 
the  direction  of  the  Consultant  Psychiatrist  at  Fairfield 
General  Hospital,  while  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  is 
a member  of  the  klental  Health  Sub-Committee  of  the 
Hospital  Management  Committee.  General  Practitioners 
in  the  town  have  been  encouraged  by  the  speed  with  which 
they  can  obtain  out-patient  appointments  ana  treatment  of 
their  patients  and  by  the  supportive  treatment  afforded 
under  our  after-care  services.  Statutory  adm^ission  under 
the  Mental  Health  Act,  1959  is  undertaken  in  cases  of  urgent 
medical  necessity. 

A day  hospital  service  organised  by  the  Bury  and 
Rossendale  Hospital  Management  Committee  is  operated, 
transport  being  provided  by  the  Ambulance  Department. 
A hostel  for  the  elderly  confused  patients  is  available  at 
Beech  Grove. 

Mental  Health  Education. 

To  promote  this  a Senior  Mental  Welfare  Officer  under- 
takes lectures  and  talks  to  voluntary  and  statutory  bodies 
throughout  the  town.  The  mental  health  staff  are  greatly 
encouraged  in  their  work  by  the  general  public  awareness 
of  the  social  problems  of  Mental  Health.  In  this  connection 
employers,  teachers,  professional  people  and  the  general 
public  are  able  to  offer  us  their  help  and  at  the  same  time 
to  be  helped  in  their  own  individual  and  collective  prob- 
lems associated  with  mental  illness  and  also  the  promotion 
of  good  mental  hygiene. 

Co-ordination  with  the  local  departments  of  the  various 
Ministries  has  resulted  in  immediate  help  being  available 
to  patients.  Special  care  is  taken  with  the  rehabilitation 
into  industry  of  many  patients,  and  financial  assistance  has 
been  available  through  the  National  Assistance  Board.  The 
Regional  Disablement  Resettlement  Officer,  Psychiatrist  and 
our  Mental  Welfare  Officer  have  met  regularly,  with  the 
result  that  many  of  the  mentally  handicapped  have  availed 
themselves  of  the  advantages  of  registration  as  Disabled 
Persons.  One  of  our  Senior  Mental  Welfare  Officers  is  a 
member  of  the  Bury  and  District  Disablement  Advisory 
Committee. 

We  are  grateful  for  the  help  received  from  many  volun- 
tary bodies  for  their  material  assistance  which  supplements 
the  statutory  help  which  we  provide  and  encourages  us  in 
the  promotion  of  the  welfare  of  the  mentally  sick.

The  children  of  school  age,  it 
is  known,  are  all  receiving  appropriate  treatment,  and  four 
children  are  attending  residential  special  schools. 

CHIROPODY  SERVICE 

A Chiropody  Service  is  provided  under  Section  28  of  the 
National  Health  Service  Act,  1946  and  came  into  operation 
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on  1st  April,  1960.  A full-time  Senior  Chiropodist,  assisted 
by  the  former  incumbent  of  the  post  on  a sessional  basis, 
is  employed  by  the  Local  Authority.  In  addition,  four 
private  chiropodists  working  at  their  own  premises  are 
employed  on  a fee  basis  to  supplement  the  service. 

The  type  of  cases  treated  are  the  elderly,  physically 
handicapped  and  expectant  mothers.  Patients  make  a 
contribution  of  2s.  6d.  per  treatment. 

The  demands  made  upon  the  chiropody  service  con- 
tinue to  increase  year  by  year.  A noticeable  feature  has 
been  an  increase  in  the  number  of  school-children  treated, 
from  93  in  1964  to  277  in  1965,  mostly  with  plantar  warts. 

During  the  twelve  months  from  1st  January  to  31st 
December,  1965,  the  part-time  private  chiropodists  gave  a 
total  of  817  treatments  to  442  patients.

Four  new  cases  were  brought  forward  during  1965,  and 
fifteen  family  cases  previously  reported  made  a total  of 
nineteen  considered  during  the  year.  The  number  of  child- 
ren involved  is  62,  of  which  45  are  of  school  age.  The  Com- 
mittee has  afforded  opportunity  for  the  various  cases  to 
be  discussed,  and  in  some  collective  action  to  be  taken.  A 
meeting  once  every  two  months  appears  to  be  able  to  deal 
adequately  with  the  cases  referred. 
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
